Firefighters 
will forego 
pay raise

Wilmington firefighters voted 
last week to forego a salary 
increase for the coming year. 

Local #1370 of the International 
Association of Firefighters has ag- 
reed to extend its current contract 
for a one year period to June 30, 
1992 with no increase in salary. 
The contract was ratified by the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen at 
their meeting Monday night amid 
praise for the leadership role the 
union has taken in attempting to 
save jobs ina tough fiscal year. 

According to Town Manager 
Michael Caira, who led the 
negotiation team for the town, 
negotiations ended Friday after 
two months of intense delibe- 
rations. Present for the final 
session were Assistant Town 
Manager Jeff Hull and Fire Chief 
Dan’ Wandell. Negotiating on 
behalf of the 35 member union 
were President John Brown, . Joe 
McMahon, Rick McClellan, Ed 
Corcoran, and alternates Brian 
Anderson and Bob Vassallo, Jr. 

Caira was quick to commend 
union leaders for their foresight 
and selfless action on behalf of the 
town, 

"I really have high praise for 
what they did and so do the board 
of selectmen. They put the com- 
munity first and, as a result, we 
ended up with a contract that 
benefits the town and keeps 
firefighters in place," said the 
manager. i 

Caira pointed out, unlike in the 
past, negotiations. took place 
without the help of a consultant. 
This meant more hours for him, 
said the manager, but ultimately, 
saved the town money at a time 
when itis scarce, 

Brown said union leaders made 
the choice to’ go with no salary 
increase next year only after 


careful review of the proposed 
budget and figures presented by 
Caira. 

"We didn't go into this blind. We 
really studied the budget prior to 
negotiations,” said Brown, adding, 
"we felt we would put the town ina 
precarious position to demand the 
increase." 

Brown had high praise for 
Caira's skill as a negotiator and his 
"track record" and "honesty" in 
dealing with the union, 

"L laud the efforts of Mike and the 
town," he said. 

The local had originally been 
looking for an approximate six 
percent pay increase, Brown told 
the Town Crier. Corcoran added 
that the need to save jobs was 
uppermost in everyone's minds 
during the negotiations, 

"These aren't just numbers. 
These are people. When you take a 
job in the fire or police 
departments you're in for life," he 
said,adding "things are tough; we 
all realized it." 

Brown explained, though other 
towns in the Commonwealth seem 
to be in bad shape, Wilmington is 
in better shape simply because 


there are people willing to work 
together to "hold the line" until the 
financial situation improves, He 
said though some people advised 
him not to give up the entire 
increase, he felt leaders didn't want 
"to balance the budget on the backs 
of people who are already out of 
work." 

Negotiations are still continuing 
with the three other municipal 
unions, the police unit and the two 
AFSCME units, to come up with 
new contracts which will hopefully 
take the town's difficult financial 
situation into account, said Caira. 
He added he hopes to have at least 
one of those settled in a few weeks. 


Board reaffirms 
faith in drug policy

Wilmington school committee- 
men unanimously reaffirmed their 
faith in the system's drug policy 
Wednesday in the wake of 
questions about its effectiveness. 

Questions arose following the 
suspension of four students after 
the senior prom. The students had 
allegedly been drinking prior to 
attendance at the prom, Principal 
Paul Fleming invoked the drug 
policy and placed the seniors on 
four day suspensions. A federal 
court judge overtumed his decision 
prompting school officials and 
committee members to react in 
anger, 

At Wednesday's board meeting, 
members said they needed respect 
for the policy and needed to be re- 
assured they were on legal ground. 

"This was drafted by the best 
legal minds available,” explained 
Supt. William Fay. 

Bob Peterson, who served on the 
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committee that drafted the policy, 
agreed saying the policy was 
drafted almost verbatim from one 
in Sharon. He added the only 
question in people's minds seems to 
be whether the students were given 
due process, Fay said, though the 
students and their parents were 
given the opportunity to meet with 
officials, he plans to follow 
through on a claim by Liliana 
DiCenso that her son David wasn't 
afforded due process. 

High school PAC President Che- 
tyl Soderquist praised administra- 
tors for their quick handling of the 
situation. She said students need to 
know their are’ consequences to 
their actions. : 

Fleming told the committee his 
only desire during the prom 
incident was “to respond as 
sensitively as I could to our 
youngsters." In addition, he said 
the drug policy provides the means 
"to guarantee the health and safety" 
of all students in his care. 
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There were-all sorts of games and fun activities 
on Tuesday at the Shawsheen School's field day. 
Noelle Proia and Erin Keefe were among the better 
runners in the three-legged race.

Teachers agree 
to reopen negotiations

Wilmington teachers may have a 
new contract by next week if 
negotiations between the teachers’ 
union and members of the school 
committee are successful. That 
contract could contain either a 
freeze or deferment of all or part 
of the seven percent salary increase 
teachers are due in 1991-1992 in 
the interest of saving jobs. 
According to School Superin- 
tendent William Fay, a majority of 
committeemen and the WTA 
executive board agreed this weck 
to come to the bargaining table to 
renegotiate the teachers’ contract. 
The school committee met in 
executive session Monday night 
and agreed to negotiations to 
present a specific proposal to the 
WTA. The union's executive board 
voted Tuesday to authorize their 
officers to reopen negotiations to 
discuss the proposal, said Fay. 
Nineteen non-tenured teachers 
have already received notification 
that they are being laid off. 
Twenty-two tenured and non- 
tenured teachers on the Reduction 
in Force list are also due’to be laid 
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off once the committee approves 
the list. 

Fay said there is some urgency to 
the situation as the 19 non-tenured 
staff members can apply for 
unemployment compensation once 
school ends for them. on Tuesday. 
This Friday is the tentative date 
chosen for the joint negotiation 
meeting. 

While he wouldn't divulge details 
of the committee's proposal, the 
Superintendent said once the pro- 
posal is accepted, all teachers slated 
to be laid off will retain their jobs 
"in return for some concessions." 

If negotiations are successful, the 
general membership of the 
teacher's association will have to 
ratify the new contract. Then the 
school committee will likely meet 
in emergency session to rehire the 
teachers, said Fay, 


Voters approve 
$33.9m budget

Wilmington residents wasted no 
time Monday in voting the 
$33,943,698 budget recommended 
by the finance committee for fiscal 
1992. With only two questions on 
police fill-in costs and recreation 
expenses, voters finished up their 
business in exactly one hour. 
Moderator Jim Stewart led voters 
line by line through the budget, 
making 17 changes to the budget to 
reflect a projected $218,853 deficit 
due to the uncertain state aid 
situation. That deficit figure is 
contingent on the whole local aid 


package, including changes in the + 


property tax overlay law, passing 
in the Senate, where it is right now. 

Church Street resident John 
Sanbom raised the only two issues 
of the night. He claimed the town 
spends between $7,000 and 
$11,000 in overtime police details 
the night of the July Fourth 
fireworks. Sanborn asked why the 
town has to spend "this kind of 
money" when it would be better 
spent saving a teacher's job. Town 
Manager Michael Caira corrected 
Sanborn saying the figure for the 
fireworks detail is actually $2500 
and administrators are exploring 
ways to save money on the annual 
celebration. 

Sanborn also questioned what 
“other salaries" and expenses are 
funded under the recreation 
department budget. He was told the 
money is set aside for two full time 
positions and the special needs 
recreation program, Caira added 
the town is trying to fund the town 
beach through private monies. 

Notably missing during the 
evening was any discussion of the 
Wilmington School Department's 
budget of $12,566,439 and Wil- 
mington's proposed assessment of 


$1,140,819 for Shawsheen Tech. 
The Wilmington School Commit- 
tee has yet to make cuts to meet 
their bottom line figure. Charles 
Lyons, Supt/Director of the 
vocational school, said the town 
manager did a "very responsible 
job" in working with the changing 
local aid numbers and being fair to 
both the town and school sides. He 
said he will recommend his school 
committee live with Caira's figure, 
which would most likely translate 
into eight or nine teachers and one 
aide being laid off. 

The 17 changes made to the 
proposed budget came in several 
town departments. They reflected 
reductions in such line items as 
highway division salaries and 
public buildings salaries and 
increases in insurance and bonds 
(up from $644,776 to $656,010) 
and employee health and life 
insurance (up from $1,905,227 to 
$1,928,897). 

After the meeting Caira told the 
Town Crier, as a result of the 
budget passing, no one will be laid 
off in the municipal government. 
However, fivg full time positions 
will be eliminated and 12 part time 


positions will remain unfilled. 
There will also be some reductions 
in part time work hours in the 
library and the recreation 
department, Caira said. 

The manager expressed hope that 
state officials will go with the $326 
million local aid figure on which 
he based his deficit of $218,853. 

"I'm hoping this is going to 
become an operative budget. 
(However) since the local aid pic- 
ture has not reached a conclusion, 
it's (Wilmington's voted budget) is 
certainly subject to change," Caira 
added.

First quarterly tax bills 
will be due August 1 


Wilmington taxpayers, accus- 
tomed to receiving tax bills in the 
spring and the fall, will have a bit of 
a surprise later this month. The 
town's first quarterly tax bills will 
go out by the end of June, and will 
be due on August 1. 

The annual town meeting in April 
voted to approve the quarterly tax 
billing system. The total amount 
paid will be the same as under the 
old semi-annual system. With the 
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quarterly tax bill, payments will be 
spread out. 

The benefit for the town is that 
the first payment will be earlier, 
which will reduce borrowing costs. 

The first and second quarterly tax 
bills will each be calculated at 25 
percent of last year's tax. No tax 
rate or assessment will appear on 
these bills. These bills will be con- 
sidered preliminary payments, with 
the total of the annual bill still 
undetermined. 
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The third quarter tax bill will be 
mailed in December, and will show 
the assessed value of the property, 
the tax rate, and the actual calcula- 
tion of the tax for that fiscal year. 
After deducting the amount paid on 
the first two bills, the third bill will 
be for half the amount remaining to 
be paid. It will be due on Feb. 1. 

The fourth quarter bill will be 
due on May 1, and will show the 
balance remaining after the first 
three payments.

| Oxbow drive hearing

A conservation hearing on a 
houselot on Oxbow Drive was con- 
tinued to July 10 Wednesday to 
give proponents a chance to revise 
their wetlands boundary, to draw 
up a replication plan, and to pro- 
vide the board with information on 
an alternate means of accessing the 
site. 

The parcel, located off Woburn 
Street opposite Eames Street, is 
being developed by Domenic 
Germano. According to Conser- 
vation Administrator Eileen 
Chabot, the amount of wetland 


square feet, an amount that exceeds 
the 5,000 square foot threshold 
outlined in the Wetlands Protection 
Act. A 7,500 foot long driveway 
will cross the wetlands to reach the 
home. 

Armand Provost, an engineer 
with Lakeview Engineering, 
described the plan last week and 
explained what the owner hopes to 
do, Chabot said her board would 
like to explore the possibility of 
accessing the site from Hilltop 
Drive to avoid so much impact to 
the wetlands. The hearing was 
continued to July.

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School board votes 
$12.5m bottom line

Though some members of the 
Wilmington School Committee 
urged the board Wednesday to 
make specific cuts to bring next 
year's budget in line, the 
committee ended up voting only a 
bottom line budget of $12,566,439 
for FY 1992. 

A sub-committee consisting of 
building principals and one teacher 
representative from each school 
had recommended the board cut 
$50,000 from curriculum mate- 
rials and fund $32,000 for supplies 
out of this year’s budget to help 
meet the town manager's request 
for an additional $105,049 in cuts. 
Committeeman John DeMarco also 
suggested a reduction of $23,000 
from unemployment compensa- 
tion. The motion to make all three 
cuts failed in a three to three vote. 
Phil Fenton was not present at the 
meeting. 

Andrea Paglia and Peggy Kane 
accused members of dragging their 
feet and not following through on 
recommended cuts, especially in 
approving the layoff of the 22 
teachers on the RIF (Reduction in 
Force) list. 

"We haven't completed the first 
phase of the budget cuts,” said 
Paglia, adding “we're going to 


have to go to town meeting not 
cutting the money that has to go.” 

"We have really run out of time 
in my mind," said Kane. She 
explained the teachers on the RIF 
list still don't know where they'll 
be working next year. 

Aldo Caira argued that the board 
has already cut the positions and 
voted on past reductions. He said he 
would rather delay laying off any 
more teachers until he sees how 
Friday's talks proceed with the 
teacher's union. 

"What we're trying to do is save 
everybody's job," he said. 

Paglia took another view. 

"I think it's an insult to the 
taxpayer (that) we can just do the 
bottom line,” she said. Paglia was 
the only person to oppose the 
bottom line figure voted on for 
fiscal '92, 

In other action, the board voted 
four to two to notify directors and 
department heads that their 
positions have been eliminated for 
next year. To provide some form 
of middle management in the 
system, the committee expects to 
draw up new supervisory posi- 
tions. The change was made to 
allow former directors and depart- 
ment heads to pick up the slack left 
by departing classroom teachers. 


Landowner could 
have problems if 
board issues denial

An applicant hoping to build a 
home within 10 feet of a brook 
may be disappointed at the next 
meeting of the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission if that 
board follows through on plans to 
issue a denial order of conditions 
on the proposal. 

Landowner Michael Strow is 
seeking to build a home on 
Sudbury Avenue. According to 
commission Chairman Dennis 
Poltrino, Strow received a 
variance from the board of appeals 
to. place the house in the best 
position on the lot. Strow also owns 
a contiguous lot. Commissioners 
feel it might be a better idea to 
place the home on the second lot. 
Strow's attorney Dan Brown told 
the Conservation Commission 
Wednesday that would be difficult 
because there are tax title problems 
involved on the contiguous parcel. 
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Strow's engineer Erich Nitzsche 
offered to put a conservation 
easement over the wetlands but the 
offer was turned down. 

After the meeting, the board 
voted three to one to have the 
administrator draw up a denial 
order of conditions for the next 
meeting. Poltrino cast the 
dissenting vote largely because he 
considered this a "hardship" case. 

"I tried to put myself in the shoes 
of the applicant and look at the big 
picture,” Poltrino told the Town 
Crier. He added the board could 
have placed conditions on the 
project so that Strow or any future 
homeowner would use the adjacent 
parcel, with the title problems, for 
a backyard and not go near the 
stream. 

If the board does deny the 
proposal, Strow will have the 
option of appealing the decision to 
the Department of Environmental 
Protection.

The 1990 Annual Town Meeting 

assed a by-law for Aquifer 
Toning. There was only a small 
amount of opposition. The people 
{af Wilmington were ready to 
Recept the decisions of the Board of 

Vater and Sewer Commissioners, 
icThe zoning was a few months 
¢arly, on one instance, The Mass. 
Department of Environmental 
Pro- tection (DEP) at that time was 
(preparing recommendations for 
aquifer zoning. The commissioners 
felt it was important to get a’by-law 
immediately, and not wait. If any 
gorrections had to be made because 
of the DEP, that could be done 
later. 
ioLast Thursday, the commissio- 
hers met with the firm of IEP, 
which last year prepared the 
by-law for aquifer zoning. The 
TEP representatives, Chris Clark 
and Bill Thompson, described 
themselves as "very happy" about 
the aquifer zoning results. 

TEP had explored the town and its 
geology, to prepare that lav. Now 
they had completed studies of the 
Tesults of the DEP studies, One and 
a half hours were spent in 
discussing the evaluation, in a 
(nearly) final review. 

Chris Clark remarked that the 
Wilmington Aquifer Zoning was 
"real meat." "You passed the 
aquifer zoning four or five months 
before the DEP had finished its 
Studies, and in some places you 
have stronger area definition than 
is required by DEP." 

Being on the headwaters of the 
Ipswich was "good" Chris Clark 
remarked, and added that "you 
don't have too much of a nitrate 
problem." (Nitrate problems are 
fgund in communities which are 
jijadequately sewered). 
*sChairman Arthur Smith said that 
five are between 10 and 15 years to

He 
added that "in eastern Mass, there 
are many communities which do 
not have an adequate water supply, 
Wilmington does not have that 
problem." 

A part of the studies by IEP was a 
reduction of the characteristics of 
Wilmington's water supply into a 
computer study. This enabled IEP 
to ask questions of the computer, 
and to get answers. 

One of the questions had to do 
with a "total" drought, lasting for 
six months, 

“We assumed six months with no 
rain. We found then that some of 
the (water department) wells could 
have some problems." 

"Things look good" Thompson 
said. 

IEP is to give the water 
department final copies of the DEP 
evaluation. 

Chairman Smith remarked that 
the commissioners were "putting 
all our properties into one parcel 
— it takes time!" 


Water Superintendent Paul 


Duggan added that there are 800 
acres controlled by the water 
department. 

Underground fuel tanks were a 
part of the discussion. Thompson 
told the commissioners that "you 
are 90 percent toward the goal of 
what DEP wants. Chairman Smith 
told Thompson that all the 
underground storage tanks of gas 
Stations, in Wilmington, "are 
legal." 

Every gas station has replaced its 
tanks, All the gas tanks are 
monitored, and all "have double 
walls.” 

A final present from IEP to the 
commissioners was a copy they had 
prepared, in a large booklet form, 
showing every houselot in 
Wilmington and the indications of 
the water character. 

That was a bit of a surprise to the 
commissioners. IEP had already 
Presented, in addition to their 
study, several charts showing the 
water and geologic structure of 
underground Wilmington, and the 
relationship of the aquifer protec- 
tion by-law to the charts,

Judge Rya Zobel is living proof that any numb-nuts can 
sit on the bench in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Case in point, Davide DiCenso vs. Wilmington, made 
possible by DiCenso's mom and pop who have sufficient 
dough to send some whining lawyer to U.S. District 
Court. 

U.S. District Court? Give me a break. Our state 
capitol has the highest of murder rates and one of our own 
native sons is brutally slain in Lowell last week. The 
business of the bench in these days of violent crime should 
entail cleaning up the streets and making our 
neighborhoods safe again. 

That wasn't the case May 31 when Judge Zobel 
prevented the Wilmington school committee from 
punishing Davide DiCenso, who had given a rather 
extraordinary performance at the senior prom. DiCenso 
was quite free from any control of himself or his 
stomach. The irony here is that the drinks which were 
supposed to contribute to the fun of the prom caused it to 
be a nightmare for both DiCenso and his date. 

So, in accordance with the school committee's tough 
policy on drugs and alcohol, authored competently by 
Bob Peterson years ago, DiCenso was barred from the 
rest of the year-end activities by Principal Paul Fleming. 
Way to go, Paul. 

You fight drugs and alcohol in the schools by instituting 
tough policies, executed consistently and without bias. 

But Judge Zobel doesn't understand this, being, after 
all, just a judge. She doesn't have to run for her seat, and 
as long Mike Wallace doesn't come knocking at her door 
with allegations of cash payoffs, she probably sticks 
around until Holy Retirement Day. 

Some fancy lawyer named Paul Wilson makes the inane 
argument that this young lad DiCenso was denied due 
process. Judge Zobel agrees, and your elected school 
committee, in one fell swoop, is overthrown by an 
appointed judge who takes it upon herself to set education 
policy, throwing aside the conception of judicial restraint. 
It's happened in a million cases before, big ones and little 
ones. It will happen again, as judges continue to launch 
their coups d'etat against elected policy makers. 

What's amazing about this is some of the public 
reaction, Whether it's the shopping aisles at DeMoulas' 
or at Dunkin’ Donuts, people are overheard to say, 
"What's the big deal with being drunk at the prom?" "The 
kid made one mistake," etc. Yet, the same crowd drills 
school board candidates on how they'll get tough on 
alcohol and drugs in our schools. 

You can't have it both ways. You're either tough on 
substance abuse, or you're lenient. The Wilmington 
School Committee and administration have been tough. 
Judge Zobel has not been, and lacked judicial prudence 
when she didn't have the brains to throw the request for a 
restraining order right out the door. 

No one is "bashing" DiCenso here, ; Agreedsheshould 
not be affixed with scarlet letter 'D' for being publicly 
drunk at the prom. Chances are the three-letter athlete 
and number six academician will go on to many successes. 
When he's before the Senate to confirm his appointment 
to the U.S. Supreme Court, he can tell Senator Cellucci, 
"Tt was just a teenage indiscretion, one of those things that 
can happen to the best of us.” 

But in the interim, what's the message to local kids? In 
the most blatant way a student may have violated the code 
of conduct. The penalties, known in advance, are stiff. 
And when they are thrown by the wayside, the net effect 
is only to encourage the same behavior which has to be 
condemned. Sacrificing DiCenso's one hour of pomp and 
circumstance may have been a small price to pay, 
considering the sobering message it delivers to his peers, 
and himself. ! 

So go on to college, Mr. DiCenso, Get three more 
letters, make Dean's List once again and then run for the 
school committee. Set some tough policies on drugs and 
alcohol, and when one of your students spills his dinner at 
the senior prom see if you can understand why the 
Wilmington School Committee felt a punishment was in 
order back in 1991. Better yet, go to law school, give 
some big bucks to the governor, and get appointed to 
Judge Zobel's seat. 

You might agree that there are greater issues for the 
overbooked courts than overriding a principal's 
suspension order, r 

Briefly in Politics... 

State Representative Marianne Brenton (R - 
Burlington) joined the ranks of congressional candidate 
Steve Pierce in the First Congressional District last 
Tuesday, Pierce lost the contest to State Senator John 
Olver by a thin margin, but not until Rep. Brenton spent 
the special election day organizing get-out-the-vote phone 
banks for Pierce, the Republican nominee. 

There are no sacred cows in Tewskbury. Salaries for 
members of the board of selectmen went on the chopping 
block at town meeting last week, but thanks to an 
amendment by Selectman Jay Kelley the town fathers’ 
paychecks were only trimmed, by $1,000. Kelley is 
consistent: Soon after his election to the board in 1986, 
Kelly was quoted in the Lowell Sun as saying, "I wouldn't 
have run if it were not $6,000." 

The death knolls are sounding for county government 
in Massachusetts. Last week, Senate Ways and Means 
Chairwoman Patricia McGovern (D - Lawrence) 
proposed a relief package for cities and towns predacated 
on abolishing county government, to which Wilmington 
and Tewksbury pay annual assessments in the millions of 
dollars. 

Former school committeeman Brad Jackson, who ran 
a strong showing in the April election, is said to be close 
to announcing his plans for the 1992 race. Next year 
three seats are up for grabs, and many believe Jackson 
would be an immediate favorite having gradually 
increased his name recognition in the community. The 
terms of incumbents Aldo Caira, Andrea Paglia and 
John DeMarco will expire then. .

Hundred-year-old interview | 
goes back to early 1800's 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

About 100 years ago a lady by the name of Sabra Gowen 
Jaquith related her life story to a reporter from the Boston 
Herald. Her father had been a corporal in the company of 
Capt. John Harnden. She was born in the Gowing 
household, a home which older Wilmington residents 
recall as the Swain home, on Lowell Street. There are 
many interesting relationships with other persons from 
Wilmington. 

There are some errors in the story. Don't blame that on 
the reporter. A lady who is 98 years old can be expected to 
not remember everything accurately. 

She was living. with her son, Joshua Otis Jaquith "on the 
Andover Road.” So the Herald reporter had written. 

Joshua Otis Jaquith lived on what is now Ballardvale 
Street. True, it is also a road to Andover. The reader is 
invited to read her story, as it was printed. She tells, for 
instance, of hearing of the death of George Washington, 
and of seeing the first Middlesex Canal barge come into 
Wilmington. 

The Swain House was on the corner of Lowell and 
Woburn streets, opposite what is now Lucci’s. It was the 
victim of a fire, arson, about 25 years ago. 

Sabra tells how her father drove a horse to Boston, to 
attend funeral services for President Washington. She tells 
how people put on their "Sabbath gowns" to greet the first 
canal barge, and how she stood in the schoolhouse door 
and shouted "at the top of my voice." 

That schoolhouse was on Butters Row, on the northerly 
side, and on the westerly side of the Middlesex Canal. It 
was quite probably the second schoolhouse to have been 
built in Wilmington, the first being at the corner of Butters 
Row and Main Street (1720). 

"Father fought at the battle of Bunker Hill." 

Not quite true. Capt. John Harnden had been the 
lieutenant of the Wilmington Minutemen, He had made the 
Concord March, and then with the Wilmington 
Minutemen, in company with Minutemen from other 

towns pursued the British, to the Cambridge Lines. There, 
with the British surrounded in Boston, Hamden became 
the Captain of the Wilmington Company because Capt. 
Cadwallader Ford had been detached to take the place of 
Paul Revere, as a secret messenger for the Yankees. 

Three companies of those Yankee soldiers were detached 
from the Cambridge lines, and sent to guard Harvard 
College. The Reading company, the Chelmsford company, 
and the Wilmington company were at Harvard, to protect 
the college against any British raid. 

On Bunker Hill Day American troops were sent to 
Breeds Hill, but the three companies at Harvard were not 
included, at least at first. Later in the day those companies 
were marched to Breeds Hill, the Wilmington company 
being the last to march. 

Capt. Harnden's company never got onto that hill. The 
Wilmington soldiers were at the foot of the hill when the 
American lines broke. The Yankees ran down the hill to 
safety, through the Wilmington lines, and possibly through 
others. 

The British soldiers did not try to run through the lines 
of soldiers commanded by Capt. Harnden. Corporal 
Gowing and the others stood fast. 

Sabra Gowing Jaquith undoubtedly heard that tale many 
times from her father. But, in her old age she apparently 
mixed it up with the fact that her father, after the 
Revolution, commanded the Wilmington militia, and had 
under him two officers who were known as “Ensigns." 

Counting herself, Sabra counts seven children from the 
family of Capt. John Gowing. There were 11. 

And there were many relatives of whom she could be 
proud. 

Sarah Davis Jaquith Carter was her third child, still 
recognized in Wilmington as the lady who started the. 
S.DJ. Carter Lectures.

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Time for a nature stroll

To give your youngsters a better 

fecl for the outdoors, you'll have to 
expose them to it, first hand. 

You can learn a lot by watching a 
-nature program on A&E, or on the 
Discovery Channel, but it just isn't 

othe same as watching wildlife with 
sxyour own eyes, This Father's Day, 
stake the kids out. Visit a swamp, or 
ia forest, and just poke around. 
“Melvin Rogers Park, off Marston 
Street, Tewksbury, comes to mind 
s an under-used wild resource in 
area, So take a stroll! 
, For example, the robins are now 
, building their nests, Are there any 
robin's nests nearby? I'll bet there's 
~ at least one in your neighborhood. 
Watch for a bird picking up bits of 
straw and mud, then follow where 
it leads. Take a peek inside and look 
for the classic "robin's egg blue" 
treasures, but do be careful not to 
upset Mama overly much or she'll 
just dump the eggs and abandon the 
nest. Buta quick peek won't hurt. 
Bees are busy working over the 
local flower beds, gathering nectar 
‘to make honey, but where is their 
hive? It's a mystery that only a Dad 
can solve. Like the birds, the bees 
will show you. After a bee loads up, 
it heads directly for the hive. They 
don't call that route a "bee line" for 
nothing. Don't disturb the hive, or 
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the bees will show you why they're 
equipped with weaponry, but if you 
don't bother them, they don't care. 
The Fragrant Pond Lilies are now 
coming into bloom, dotting the lily 
pad beds with white blossoms, so go 
pick a few to spruce up the house. 
They last quite a while in a bowl of 
water, and their scent is powerful. 
Smaller ponds seem to have more 
lilies than bigger ones, and there is 
less boat traffic to disturb you. The 
pond's edge will also give you blue- 
berries and cattails, both of which 
are edible, (Eat cattails?!? Yup.) 
Besides, ponds also offer damsel 
and dragon flies, as they dart about 
in search of insects to eat. They're 
fun to watch and harmless. Also, 
you might see a heron prowling for 
dinner along the shore. Great Blue 
Herons are common these days, and 
you can find them everywhere, but 
they are skittish, so don't expect to 
get too close. Bring binoculars. 
Frogs are busily breeding in tiny 
ponds and streams, so get dirty and 
go chase them around. Kids love to 
chase frogs -- must be hereditary. 
And if you encounter a snake, don't 
worry. There aren't any poisonous 
water snakes in Massachusetts. The 
dreaded water moccasin isn't native 
to this area, only to the South, 
A few Saturdays ago, I was rather 
surprised to learn that carniverous 
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Pitcher Plants are native to this part 
of New England. I found a few ina 
swamp, and they look just like their 
encyclopedia pictures. Hmmm, 

Collect a few butterfly coccoons, 
put them in a ventilated jar, then 
keep a daily watch until they hatch. 
The kids will love it. 


Just this week, I discovered that 
the tiny conical depressions in the 
sand around the edge of our house 
are the traps dug by Ant Lions, the 
larva of a dragon fly like bug called 
Neuroptera. These small insects lie 
under the sand at the center of the 
depression, grabbing anything that 
slides in and can't climb back up the 
steep sides of the cone. Not to sound 
cruel, but I sacrificed a few ants to 
see what would happen. A few flips 
of sand and the ant was history. 

Kids need to learn about the great 
outdoors, and that's a Daddy's job. 
You don't have to be Daniel Boone 
to impress the tads, since the stuff 
you learned in high school biology 
will impress them greatly. 

So take a walk on the wild side, 
roll over a few rocks and old logs, 
and watch to see what scurries out. 
Make this Father's Day special for 
the kids, by giving them memories 
of you that will last their lifetimes. 
Act like a kid yourself and you'll 
have a ball outside. Just do it!

by Hugh Wiberg 

This week's column will address 
that bane of every squash and 
pumpkin grower's existence, the 
ubiquitous squash vine borer. 

First though, this will acknow- 
ledge a phone call from a Wilming- 
ton gardener who described a 
problem with her strawberries. 
Her fruits, she said, were going 
mushy just before becoming fully 
ripe. Not having an opportunity to 
inspect the plants, my guess would 
be that one of the following is 
causing the difficulty; 

1. Overwatering. Strawberry 
plants need only an inch or a bit 
more of water each weck to 
produce firm, full sized berries. It 
is not uncommon to see over- 
anxious gardeners watering their 
strawberry plants several times a 
week, rain or no rain. If the plants 
receive more than two and a half to 
three inches of water over seven 
days, mushy fruits will often be the 
result. 

2. Over-fertilizing. If the plants 
are subjected to excessive amounts 
of fertilizers, especially nitrogen, 
the plant's natural growth and 
development cycle can be thrown 
off, often resulting in the too rapid 
formation and swelling of the 
fruits. Berries on overfertilized 
plant sometimes turn mushy just 
before ripening. 

3. Disease. The most common 
disease found on strawberries is 
botrytis fruit rot. Early symptoms 
are discolored petals and wilted 
fruit stems. The first evidence on 
the berry is a small water soaked 
spot, appearing on the fruits at the 
base of the plant. Eventually each 
berry softens and falls off. A sulfur 
or all purpose fungicide may save 
the plants if applied as soon as the 
first symptoms appear. If control is 
not achieved the plants should be 
pulled and destroyed. Good 
sanitation and aeration among the 
plants are necessary to present 
further Spread. 

Back to the squash vine borer. 
The Mass. Dept. of Food and 
Agriculture estimates that at last 30 
percent of the commercial crops of 
Hubbard squash and pumpkins is 
lost to squash vine borers. No 
statistics are available for borer 
losses in backyard gardens, but I'd 
guess that close to half all the 
pumpkin and squash plants in some 
gardens are infested each year with 
squash vine borers. 

Knowing the life cycle of this 
insect will help us to anticipate and 
counteract as appearance. Most 
gardeners first become aware of 
this problem in August, when it is 
too late to reverse the damage. The 
adult borer moth emerges from the 
soil most years around the 20th of 
June, give or take a few days. This 
year is not "most years,” as we are 
aware. For whatever the reasons, 
we are running 10 to 12 days ahead

this season in terms of plant and 
insect development. (Another 


example of this is the appearance of 
a few lightning bugs, not usually 
seen until the last week in June.) 
The recent heat will be springing 
the borer moths loose any day now. 
If we are to avoid borers in our 
vines in August, we must take 
preventative measures now, and 
weekly through the third week of 
July. 

The adult female borer moth is 
wasp sized, with an an orange body 
and several black spots down the 
center of its back. Its wings are 
clear. The moth can be observed 
either resting on the leaves of the 
squash or pumpkin plants, or 
flying slowly in and out among the 
leaf stems. 

Personal observation convinces 
me that the moth lays her eggs 
exclusively on leaf stems, never on 
or under the leaves, and rarely if 
ever on the main vine, The tiny 
black eggs, fastened to the ends of 
eighth inch hair like follicles, hatch 
in four or five days. The hatchlings 
tunnel into the leaf stems, and 
begin working their way down to 
the main vine. As the borers eat 
and grow, the integrity of the plant 
system is undermined. In August 
the entire plant just collapses, the 
effect being similar to a cancer in 
the human body. 

I wish there were effective 
organic means of preventing borer 
damage. To my knowledge there 
are none. It has been written that 
certain plants growing along with 
the pumpkin and squash plants, 
including marigolds and onions, 
will prevent an infestation. I have 
tried dusting the soil with wood 
ashes and the plants with rotenone. 
All to no serious avail. Reluctantly, 
and carefully, I use Sevin to avoid 
borer damage. I say reluctantly, 
because I am pointing toward the 
day when I will no longer use any 
toxic agénts in the garden. Using 
my compressed air tank sprayer, I 
apply the Sevin (mixing one table 
spoon per gallon of water) to the 
plants’ leaf stems. This is done late 
in the evening after the bees are 
back in their hives. Starting this 
weekend, the spraying should 
continue once a week through July 
20. 

Incidentally, Sears has a sale in 
progress on a one and a half gallon 
plastic pump sprayer. Regular 
price is $15, now on sale at $12. I 
have one of these units and, 
although they don't last forever, 
you can expect to get two seasons 
from then.

Tewksbury man 
tries square-foot 
gardening method 


One of the newest techniques in 
gardening is “square foot" 
gardening. Working in raised beds, 
a gardener lays out the garden by 
the square foot. 

The gardening method has been 
advocated by Mel Bartholomew on 
a gardening show on cable TV, 

Some people follow the plan 
more strictly than others. Bill 
Wareham of Wamesit Road, 
Tewksbury has a very orderly 
garden laid out by the square foot 
method. He used to garden in rows. 

Most of Bill's gardening beds are 
boxed in with heavy planking, but 
still sit on the ground. He is 
working, though, on elevating 
many of the beds to waist level, He 
has a couple of beds at that level 
already, and he reports that 
weeding is now very easy — just 
walk by and pick out a few weeds, 
with no bending. 

The areas between the garden 
beds are covered with planks, 
tongue and groove, which Bill got 
from a construction job. Bill was a 
pile driver operator, and the planks 
are "sheeting," heavy boards driven 
into the ground around a ditch. 
They meet the number one criteria 
for Bill's garden — they're free. 
His purpose is to save money, and 
he doesn't believe in spending large 
sums on gardening gadgets. He likes 
to find ways of making things out of 
discarded items. His pole bean

trellis, for instance, is made from a 
bicycle wheel perched on top of a 
vertical 2x4, with strings suspended 
from the wheel. 

Bill's square foot beds have a 
wide range of vegetables, planted in 
a random order, here a pepper 
plant, there a couple of onions, here 
a tomato plant, there some beans. 
Certain crops have a larger area, 
such as corn. One key aspect of the 
garden is intensive planting. Most 
plants are set in close quarters. 
Carrots, for instance, occupy a 
square foot, not a 25-foot row. 

Experiments are not without 
mistakes, however. Bill set out 
zucchini in the one foot beds, not 
realizing he should have been 
allowing three or four square’ fect 
for each plant. 

With all crops enclosed in beds, 
critter control is not difficult. He 
has constructed covers for many of 
the beds to foil the squirrels and 
birds. 

One of the nicest -beds in the 
garden is a raised strawberry bed, 
still in its first year. It's not large, 
but the stepped layers of the bed 
allow intensive planting. With 
strawberries, of course, you have to 
wait until the second or third year 
for a crop. 

The garden is an experiment for 
Bill, but he is expecting good 
results. So far, his plants are 
coming along well. The real test 
will be in his yields.

During the signing ceremony 
St. Germain’s Mayor Michel 
Pericard said “The sister city dele- 
gation arrived last week as 
strangers and will leave as 
friends.” 

Connelly said that the initial 
communication was made by an 
Atlanta, Georgia consultant acting 
on the part of the French 
community, 

He added that Winchester won 
the designation over at least two 
other American cities, including 
Arlington, Virginia. According to 
Connelly, that was because of 
Jumelage Committee President 
Judie Muggia, a Selectman at the 
time the invitation was proffered 
by Mayor Pericard, through the 
consultant.

Both Connelly and Muggia feel 
that what won the award was a 
preliminary. visit that Pericard 
made with a delegation of three 
others from the St. Germaine 
Jumelage Committee, during the 
Spring of 1990. 

Because of a miscommunica- 
tion Muggia only had two days to 
prepare for the visit. The pair 
think that if this is what happened 
in the other communities under 
consideration, then those places 
may not have been able to 
respond as well as Winchester did, 

According to Muggia, the town 
went all out 

“T have wonderful friends here 


family and it was during this visit 
that the Mayor announced his 
pick of Winchester as the twin 
city, 

Pericard has been the catalyst 
behind St. Germain’s portion of 
the program. 

He is something of a personali- 
ty in his native country, having 
been the “presentateur du journal 
televise” or premiere anchorman 
of the First and Second French 
television channels, before 
becoming the Mayor, 

Elisabeth Colas, cabinet direc- 
tor of St. Germain said in a 
lished interview with Connelly

Pericard has been elected as 
Mayor of St. Germain for three 
terms and also serves as a Deputy

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Marlene had rested her eyes upon 
her daughter as a three-month old 
infant at the adoption agency, 


Also present at the reunion was 
a petite, blonde, twenty-four year 
old: woman by the name of Heidi 
Corkery, who owns Adoptees 
Reunited, a three-year old agency, 
located in Arlington, Mass. which 
helps. parents, locate children 
whom they ‘gave up for adoption. 
It was Heidi who assisted Marlene 
in searching for Wanda, and after 
twenty-seven years, Marlene’s 
dream of seeing her daughter once 
again finally came true. 

Marlene, who now lives in 
North Carolina, had once worked 
at the Lahey Clinic, in Burlington. 
There she met Heidi, who also 
worked at the clinic. Upon learn- 
ing that Heidi had been adopted as 
a child, and that she has searched 
“for, and eventually located, her 
birthmother, Marlene rebealed 
that she had a daughter whom she 
had given up for adoption many 
years ago. 

Heidi decided that, since she 
had been successful in locating 
her own mother, perhaps she 
could help Marlene reunite with 
her daughter. The search was not 
easy, Heidi spent the next three 
years, in her spare time, attempt- 
ing to find Wanda. In the mean- 
time, Marlene relocated to North 
Carolina. Heidi and Marlene lost 
contact with each other. 

Then one day, through a mirac- 
ulous series of events, Heidi 
found Wanda. However, now 
another dilemma presented itself. 
“Now that I knew where Wanda 
was, I didn’t know where Marlene 
was,” Heidi explained. 

This dilemma did not discour- 
age Heidi or Marlene’s daughter, 
whose adoptive parents had 
named Ellen. Her adoptive par- 
ents’ last name is Busby, and they 
come from Lowell. Ellen, upon 
learning that her birthmother was 
interested in reuniting with her, 
became equally excited about 
locating Marlene. 

“I told Ellen that I'd locate 
Marlene and get back to her as 
soon as I did,” Heidi said. 

Locating Marlene was much 
easier than trying to find Ellen. A 
few days later, Heidi contacted 
Ellen, and told her she’d found 
her mother. Marlene, upon learn- 
ing that Heidi had actually found 
her daughter, was shocked. 

“I couldn't believe it!” Marlene 
said. “I started crying. I just 
couldn’t believe that Heidi had 
found her, and that I was actually 
going to see my daughter again.” 

By the time Heidi had located 
Ellen, Heidi was no longer work- 
ing at the Lahey Clinic. She was 
involved full-time in the develop- 
ment of her agency. The most sig- 


nificant part of that development 
was the establishment of contacts 
who play a key role in the search- 
ing process. “I can’t get into much 
detail of how I locate an adopted 
child,” she said, adding, “but 
where there is a will there is a 
way.” 

According to Heidi, locating an 
adopted child is not as difficult as 
you might think. “It’s not as 
secretive as everybody thinks,” 
Heidi noted, referring to the back- 
grounds of children who have 
been adopted. Heidi indicated 
that, even though the records on a 
child may be considered closed 
once the child has been adopted, 
there are ways to find an adopted 
child. 

“I give certain information to 
my sources,” she said, adding 
clearly that she could not be more 
specific, in order to protect and 
maintain those sources, “then 
those sources call me back with 
answers.” 

Heidi informed us that the 
information given to her sources 
includes as much background on 
the adoptive family that is avail- 
able, including number of chil- 
dren and their ages. Once the 
adopted child is located, Heidi 
gets back to the birth mother with 
the news, as she did with Marlene. 

Upon hearing that Ellen had 
been found, Marlene instantly 
responded with, “I love you, 
Heidi.” 

“She was so excited,” Heidi 
said, “that she made me cry.I was 
so happy for her.” 

“Heidi called me on Feb. 13th 
of this year”’ Marlene said, 
“exactly twenty-seven years to the 
day that I brought Ellen to the fos- 
ter home.” 

Heidi gave Marlene informa- 
tion on how to contact her daugh- 
ter, and the following day, at 
lunchtime, Marlene called Ellen at 
work, Ellen had already spoken to

—Woburn PTO groups will 
continue their mission to fund 
aspects of Woburn’s curriculum - 
particularly arts education - 
expected to be underfunded 
because of budget shortfalls, 

Traditionally, local PTO's have 
been giving each teacher between 
$75 and $150 a year to buy what- 
ever games, art supplies or sup- 
plementary materials they need, 
according to city-wide PTO 
President Veronica Andrews in 
the Woburn Daily Times. 
Recipients need only account for 
where the money goes so that the 
PTO can determine current and 
future classroom needs. 

Next year, funding for arts edu- 
cation may be reduced throughout 
the Woburn system, with the 
exception of the city’s nine ele- 
mentary schools which may 
receive an increase from $4,800 to 
$5,880. At the same time, funding 
for the elementary school music 
program may be cut from $4,000 
to $2,000, 

—Tewksbury Junior High will 
expericnce a major growth spurt 
this fall when the entire 
Tewksbury sixth grade - remain- 
ing in self-contained classrooms - 
will move to the junior high, mak- 
ing the junior high the largest 
school in town, 

Of the approximately 900 stu- 
dents in the school in September, 
600 will be new to the school.

Lyme disease symptoms,protection 


The Massachusetts Audubon 
Society often responds to con- 
cerned citizens who worry about 
getting lyme disease after they see 
ticks on their families or pets. In 
fact, the ticks that they can see are 
not usually lyme-bearing deer 
ticks at all, but rather larger dog 
ticks. Deer ticks carry lyme dis- 
ease, and immature deer ticks are 
about the size of the period at the 
end of this sentence. Adults are 
larger, and all ticks swell when 
they bite, filling with the blood of 
the host. 


Lyme disease is an infectious 
disease caused by bacteria spread 
by the tiny infected deer ticks, 
which can neither jump nor fly. 
The disease has been detected all 
over the United States. In 
Massachusetts, the ticks are most 
often found in coastal areas, on 
jalands and in the Connecticut 

iver Valley. 

Lyme ticks cling to plants near 
the ground in brushy, wooded or 
grassy places and are most active 
during the summer, They climb 
onto unsuspecting animals and 
people who brush against the 
plants, Watching out for and 
removing ticks promptly are the 
first steps in preventing infection. 
Not all ticks carry the bacteria and 
the tick has to be attached for at 
least 24 hours to pass it on to the 
host. 

Since deer ticks are most 


remove the mouth parts, and 
could lead to an infection. Put 
antiseptic on the bite, and drown 
the removed tick in alcohol or 
kerosene. 

If you are bitten by a tick, 
watch for the single most impor- 
tant symptom of lyme disease -- a 
red, ring-shaped expanding rash 
which develops two to five days 
following the bite. If this rash 
appears, see a doctor immediately. 
Unfortunately, only 75-80 percent 
of all victims develop the rash. 
Other initial symptoms include 
weakness, dizziness, headache, 
stiff neck, fever, muscle aches, 
general malaise, sore throat and 
swollen glands. 


If untreated, the symptoms of 
lyme disease often go away by 
themselves after a few weeks, but 
the person remains infected. 
Without antibiotics, about half of 
lyme disease victims will develop 
the rash again in other places on 
their bodies, and many will devel- 
op more serious problems later. 

In its later stages, lyme disease 
affects three major organ systems 
-- the joints, nerves and heart. 
Symptoms usually show up within 


four to six weeks, but can take up 
to two years to emerge. According 
to the Department of Public 
Health, about 60 percent of people 
with untreated lyme disease get 
arthritis in their large joints, usu- 
ally knees, elbows and wrists. The 
arthritis can move from joint to 
joint and become chronic, About 
10 to 20 percent of people who 
don't get treatment develop nerve 
problems, most commonly severe 
headaches and stiff necks, facial 
paralysis or other cranial nerve 
palsies and weakness or pain in 


their hands, arms, feet and legs. 
These symptoms can last for 
weeks, often shifting from mild to 
severe and back again. 


Prompt treatment can prevent 
later and more serious problems, 

Lyme disease is common in 
Massachusetts and its risks should 
be taken seriously. With a few 
precautions and knowledge of the 
symptoms, however, we can all 
enjoy the outdoors safely.
